2. The application has been amended as follows: 

Change the title to " Image reading apparatus and reading resolution confirming 
method ". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A. Claims 1-7 are directed to an image reading apparatus. Claim 1 identifies the 
uniquely distinct features of "the controller including a judging portion which receives the 
resolution confirmation signal from the image reader, and judges whether the second 
reading resolution represented by the received resolution confirmation signal is identical 
with the first reading resolution indicated to the image reader, and thereby judges 
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whether the first reading resolution has normally been indicated to the image reader". 
The closest prior art Cunningham (US 6,208,436) teaches in FIG. 5 functionality of a 
scanner utility which generates header page 30 and trailer page 40 for scanner 11. In 
the preferred embodiment, the scanner utility is implemented in software and runs on a 
computer that has access to a printer. In a step 51, scan definition information is 
received from a user. The scan definition information includes, for example, the user's 
name, the file name for the scanned image destination system/directory where scanner 
11 is to send the scanned image file, the date, number of pages for the job, the priority 
level, the security level, the scan quality/resolution requested, whether the scan is to be 
black and white, gray scale or color, an indication as to whether the scan is to be dual 
sided, an indication as to whether a scan confirmation e-mail message is requested, 
and an indication as to whether a trailer page is to be generate and used , either 
singularly or in combination with other cited references fails to anticipate or render the 
above underlined limitations obvious (when used with all the claimed limitations). 

B. Claims 8-14 are directed to a method of confirming that a first reading 
resolution has normally been indicated. Claim 8 identifies the uniquely distinct features 
of "receiving, with the controller, the resolution confirmation signal from the image 
reader, and judging whether the second reading resolution represented received 
resolution confirmation signal is identical with the first reading resolution indicated by 
the controller to the image reader, thereby judging whether the first reading resolution 
has normally been indicated by the controller to the image reader". The closest prior art 
Cunningham (US 6,208,436) teaches in FIG. 5 functionality of a scanner utility which 
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generates header page 30 and trailer page 40 for scanner 11. In the preferred 
embodiment, the scanner utility is implemented in software and runs on a computer that 
has access to a printer. In a step 51 , scan definition information is received from a user. 
The scan definition information includes, for example, the user's name, the file name for 
the scanned image destination system/directory where scanner 11 is to send the 
scanned image file, the date, number of pages for the job, the priority level, the security 
level, the scan quality/resolution requested, whether the scan is to be black and white, 
gray scale or color, an indication as to whether the scan is to be dual sided, an 
indication as to whether a scan confirmation e-mail message is requested, and an 
indication as to whether a trailer page is to be generate and used , either singularly or in 
combination with other cited references fails to anticipate or render the above 
underlined limitations obvious (when used with all the claimed limitations).
